REMARKS 

The present claims relate to a multilayered printed circuit board. 

Status of the claims 

The Office Action mailed on August 8, 2006 rejected claims 31 and 33 under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Reed in view of Kenji. Claims 37 and 
38 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) in view of the above references, further in view of 
Myamura. Claims 9, 32, 34, 36, and 39-40 were allowed. 

Amendment summary 

Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 9, 32, 34, 36, 39, and 40 will be pending. 
Claims 31, 33, 37, and 38 are canceled. 

The specification is amended to remove a typographical error (replacing "thermosetting" 
with "thermoplastic"). Support for the amendment is found in, e.g., the paragraph on page 16, 
lines 12-16, which list thermoplastic resins, and from page 28, line 33 to page 29, line 5, which 
list the thermoplastic elastomer resins used to make the claimed multilayer printed circuit board. 

No new matter is added by this Amendment. Applicant respectfully submits that entry of 
this Amendment is proper.
